65. (New) The method of claim 64 above, further comprising the step of transferring 
the parameters to the invoked file transfer procedure at the server platform. 

66. (New) The method of claim &0 above, wherein one or more of the parameters 
identifies a file name of the file. \ 

67. (New) The method of claim 66 aBpve, wherein the invoked file transfer procedure 
at the server platform stores the file in the serveb- platform using the file name. 

68. (New) The method of claim 60 above A wherein the file comprises a stored 
procedure. \ 

69. (New) The method of claim 60 above, wherein the file comprises a user defined 
function. \
